A scale of pensions 
was adopted both for disabled sol- 
diers and for their dependents in 
proportion to the degree of disabil- 
ity. <A revised scale, involving a 
large increase of expenditure, was 
lately agreed to by a Parliamentary 
Comittee and is already in force. 

A pension alone, however, will not 
restore the injured man to his plate 
us an active and useful member of 
the community; and that has got to 
be done, by some means or other, 
both in the community’s interest and 
in his own, : 

A very few of the injured will be 
found so totally helpless that 
iestoration is impossible. On 
othe: hand, judging by

“Such men must not be condemned 
to perpetual usclessness.

Eggs 
are plentiful, and cost from four to 
five cents apiece, but must be eaten 
boiled or poached, as there are :0 
fats to fry or scramble them in, (For 
the benefit of young housewives, 1 
will here observe that I tried to 
scramble eggs in a dry skillet with 
indifferent success.) As remarked 
above, meats of all kinds, including 
sausages, are almost unobtainable, 
but occasionally one can get th 
maximum allowance if one -is early 
cnough. The pices, however—a 
dollar a pound and more — render 
that small allowance prohibitive for 
the poorer classes. It is not ex- 
ggerating to say that over two- 
thirds of the butcher shops in Great- 
ter Berlin are now closed on ac- 
count of the lack of supplies. 

It is an undeniable fact that the 
shortage of fuodstuffs is beginning 
to be felt acutely. The Germans 
themselves admit it. The govern- 
ment is making desperate efforts to 
conserve the available supplies as 
long as possible. Cards have now 
been issued covering the consump- 
tion of many of the necessities of 
life, and I was told that others are 
forthcoming. The people are assur- 
ed through the press that there is 
enough for all until the coming har- 
vests, and that there will be an abun- 
dance afterwards, That may be true 
as far as cereals, fruits and veget~bles 
are concerned, but it can hardly apply 
to meats, dairy products and various 
imported staples. However, we may 
be sure that a highly organized and 
far-secing government will do all in 
its power to solve the problem.— 
Riley Scott, in Leslie's.

Lieut. Marchal, of the French 
Aviation Corps, last month © left 
}French soil and flew over the Ger- 


man capital, upon which he dropped 
proclamations and then continued 
his flight, intending to land within 
the Russian lines. He was forced to 
descend, however, in Poland and was 
taken prisoner by the Germans. 

The official communication given 
out telling of Aviator Marchal’s 
achievement says: 

“On June 20, at 9.30 o'cl& & in the 
evening, Sub-Lieut. Marchal ascend- 
ed at Nancy on board a Nieuport 
monoplane of a special type, taking 
with him a supply of fuel sufficient 
to last 14 hours. His mission was to 
cross Germany at low altitude in 
order to drop proclamations on the 
capital at Berlin and then to descend 
in Russia. 

“This audacious flight was accom- 
plished, point by point, and after fly- 
ing all night, Lieut. Marchal was
